Dear Comrade Kirkpatrick: — We arrived safely. Kathcrinr and 
I. It is a very tx-autiful and picturesque island in mid-ocean. (Cath- 
erine i* alrcadv feeling better in the baltm air t«f this semi-tropical 
climate. 

But it i> not certain that we will be permitted to remain here 
You will >ee that our g«»od patriotic friends at home are keeping a 
watchful eye on my movements. 

< Mi the boat !ea\ing New York I was taken in hand the instant 
1 »tc|»pe>! ah' ar •!. interviewed in detail, and photographed by f<»ur 
different van-.era men. 

We went t<- New York quietly, but they, somehow, found «>ut 
v\e were there. I du not know, unless we were trailed, how they 
• arned the da> and ln>ur of our departure, as well as the boat we 
.'.• re to leave on : but it i* evident that they were fullv advised of 
.:: plans and movements. 

fhere was no unusual incident on the voyage, though the feeling 
*u> >trong upon me that there was the scent of a secret service 
ae;cnt in the atmosphere, and subsequent deveTopments seem to 
c-nfirm my suspicion. 

I was made aware of the fact at once on landing here that my 
tame (?) had preceded my arrival. On stepping ashore I was con- 
fronted by the immigration inspector who a>kcd me my name, the 
purj>ose of my coming, how long I intended to stay. etc. He also 
.'-quired me to show my ticket and to »tate where I was to sta> 
while here. 

Perhaps I should have mentioned that when we were in New 
York there was a great deal of <!i<cu-sion in the daily papers there 
alx>ut my case, editorially and through the >.«>!umns given over to 
correspondents. The New York Evening World had a remarkably 
sair editorial protecting again>t n»y further p«-r*-ecntion.

The issue im<<I\ci in the case »ecnis to have aro«t»ed a good 
deal of s> ntpatlu tic feeling, .ind I am inclined to believe some g**"! 
will c«»me out of th»- widespread agitation which has resulted. It i- 
tv.r that 1 care in t!.e ua~t. »o far as I am personally concerned, 
what the ultimate outcome will Ih . but I am profoundly intere*tr«: 
i:; ptiltiiig an. end to the brnta- persecution and heartless hounding .•: 
::ui; who ha\e otice bt-eti inmates of prison and nuM. therefore. 
:.:i\< their b.ot>tep> dogged and be damned the rest of their day*.. 
.:r; incidentally \ < made criminals in <pite of themselves. 

Iiut to proceed with my story. So«»n after we reached our 
riotel here, the proprietor, a very fine man. informed me that >«>m«* 
government agents wanted to »ee me and that they would *<.*>n 
arrive for that purpose. Half an hour later the immigration in 
-pector, accompanied by the chief of police and the sergeant of 
police, appeared, stating that they had come to investigate my ca«e. 

A long and detailed interview followed in which they demanded 
specific and detailed information, but treated me with all personal 

< ourtesy. They asked me questions without number, covering my 
!:te from the day I was born, taking down my answers in writing 
and making copious notes covering several pages. 

Of course I answere<l fully and frankly, withholding nothing as 
to my position, my principles, activities, etc. They even had to know- 
when and where my father and mother were born and much more 
about my family life, my own, of course, in particular — what labor 
organizations I belonged to, what political party, what business I 
»as engaged in in the various periods of my life, what subjects I lec- 
tured on, whether I had ever been in England, or Canada; what 
prisons I had been in, and when, etc., etc., etc. 

They were particular to.know every detail of the Canton speech, 
the Cleveland trial, the conviction, sentence, imprisonment, commu- 
tation, with dates of each. 

They wanted to know my attitude toward the World War, and 
I told them flatly that I was opposed to it. They asked the reason 
aIiv and I frankly told them. 

They asked al>out my Socialism and received full information. 
! l ey asked me if I had brought any propaganda matter with me, 
•<::d it seemed to relieve them when I answered in the negative. 

They then opened a ponderous volume and read to me the law 

< oncerniug the exclusion of undesirable immigrants. I could cer- 
tainly be excluded without straining its drastic provisions. 

The immigration inspector then served notice on me that if I at- 



tempted to make any speech or engage in any propaganda, they 
would have to deport me at once from the island, to all of which I 
listened with smiling indulgence if not approval. 

Now. as to what will be the outcome of the investigation. I. of 
course, do not know. My present attitude is certainly one of 
"watchful waiting," and quite as certainly can I go or stay with like 
composure and serenity. If I hare any preference, it is due wholly 
to the state of my wife's health. 

Now, finally, it is not at alt certain that ! shall be permitted to 
re-enter the land of my birth. I know that I am kept under careful 
and constant surveillance and 1 am sure that strenuous efforts will 
be secretly made to bar my entry into the United States. 

This may not come to pass, but I am prepared for it. and I shall 
not be surprised if I have to view the statue of Liberty by Bartholdi 
(who once called me a "noble American) in New York harbor from 
afar through the wistful eyes of an undesirable alien. 

How strange it seems that my humble speeches and my feeble 
efforts and activities in the cause of the people should have excited 
the fear, wrath and vengeance — or shall I say, inspired the anxiety, 
vigilance and solicitude — of the two most powerful and professedly 
the most Christian, humane, enlightened and progressive govern- 
ments in the world! 

If we arc to remain tor awhile, I dearly wish you and all the 
good comrades at headquarters who are working so hard and loyally, 
ami who so well deserve it, could be here to enjoy with us the beauty 
and wonder of these enchanted islands. 1 feel something strongly 
akin tf> a sense of guilt in being permitted to enjoy what is so rigor- 
ously and cruelly denied to many who most deserve it.

This Calls for Action 

We ask the many thousands of the friends of Debs throughout 
the United States to calmly consider this situation. 

A man whose life has been an open book. The American, above 
all other Americans whose lite typifies and expresses love for his 
fellow men, hatred of violence, a life-long striving for essential law 
ami essential democracy — finds himself, at the age of 70. in search 
of a haven of health and rest t*<»r his invalid wife — trailed, hounded, 
watched, spied upon, photographed, tagged, tabulated, booked, 
warned and threatened by two powerful governments a* though 
he were a dangerous international criminal. 

This cruel and grotesque procedure — this absolutely unneces- 
sary action — i- the UMial method employed by capitalist govern- 
ments to damn a prospective victim in the eyes of the public before 
sacrificing him. 

When the powerful and sinister forces, in this country abso- 
lutely bent up'»n destroying; the influence of Debs and the cause he 
represents, are taken into consideration, there is only one conclu- 
sion possible: 

THERE IS IMMINENT DANGER THAT DEBS WILL 
NOT BE ALLOWED TO RETURN. 

There, is danger from the few whose colossal power has been 
challenged fearlessly by Debs tor a generation. 

There is danger from the political elements that feel the onus 
of having sent Debs to prison for having told what every one now 
knows was the truth. • 

The only vindication they can hope for is a confession from 
Debs that he .was wrong and they were right. 

They have tried without avail to force that confession from 
Debs with the club of disfranchisement. 

THERE IS GREAT DANGER THAT THEY WILL NOW 
ATTEMPT TO FORCE IT FROM HIM WITH THE CLUB OF 
EXCLUSION FROM THE LAND OF HIS BIRTH. 

The Appeal has in its possession facts about the treatment of 
disfranchised American citizens out of this country without pass- 
ports that will amaze .and shock the readers of the Appeal when 
they are published. 

These facts give no hope that Debs will be permitted to re- 
enter the land of his birth. 

The one man in the United States who has had more to do with 
many of these cases than any other man — Sailcndra Nath Ghose, 
secretary of the India Freedom Foundation — was asked by a rep- 
resentative of the Appeal if he thought Debs would be permitted 
to return to this country. This is his reply: 

I do not believe Debs will be allowed to return. In my whole 
experience in defense of disfranchised and excluded victims of pres- 
ent laws, I have found nothing but an obdurate heart of flint opposed 
to *h« slightest concession regarding the re-entrance of these vic- 
tims without passports. 

I do not know of a single case where a person in a situation 
similar to the one Debs is now in who has been allowed to return 
to bis country after having been allowed to leave it without a pass- 
port. 



Here U one instance oat of a number I am acquainted with like 
it: Taraknath Das, well known throughout the United States be- 
cause of bis prominent connection with the India freedom move- 
ment, baa been a citizen since 1915. 

He married Mrs. Morse, a native-born American, a citizen ever 
since the enfranchisement of women in the United States and one of 
the founders of the Woman's Party. She became dangerously ill 
and was advised by physicians to go to Germany for expert treat- 
ment. 

la company with her husband, she started for Germany. Mr. 
Das was denied a passport on account of an opinion written down 
by Justice Soutberland of the Supreme Court that East Indians are 
not eligible for citizenship. Mrs. Das was denied a passport on the 
ground that she was married to an alien. 

They west without passports. Now they cannot return, although 
they have importuned the Department of Immigration for about a 
year, ON THE GROUND THAT THEY HAVE NO PASSPORTS. 
They are exiles and outcasts without a country in Germany, although 
the citizenship papers of Mr. Das have never yet been cancelled. 

WHEN MRS. DAS MADE A SPECIAL EFFORT TO MOVE 
THE HEARTS OF THE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS TO LET 
HER RETURN TO HER NATIVE LAND, SHE WAS TOLD 
THAT SHE COULD NOT RETURN UNLESS SHE OBTAINED A 
DIVORCE FROM HER HUSBAND. 

Debs, an eminent, native-born American, is in Bermuda on ac- 
count of the dangerous illness of Mrs. Debs. They are there without 
passports. I expect to see Debs treated exactly like Mrs. Das is 
being treated. 

DEBS CANNOT RETURN UNLESS HE OBTAINS A DI- 
VORCE FROM EVERY PRINCIPLE AND IDEAL FOR WHICH

Berger MoVes to 
Repeal Espionage 
War Time Measure 

Washington. —Repeat of the espton 
age act. enacted during tba recast 

war. was proposed by Representative 
Victor L. Elerger. ot Wisconsin. In a 
bill Introduced Monday. He said: 

"The impression prevails that the 
espionage act. w'.'ch made it a crime 
punishable by 20 years imprisonment 
to criticize the war policies of the 
Wilson administration, has been re- 
pealed. That Is untrue It is still on 
our statute books, to be reVUed the 
moment war Is declare*!. 

"The espionage act was the most 
vicious and most outrageous measure 
ever enacted In our country I'ndcr 
It, some 2,000 man and women who 
dared to exercise their constitutional 
rights of free speech ar.d free press 
were convicted and sentenced to serve 
terms ranging up to :!« years Not 
a conviction was bad under that law 
ot any cltizan charged with actual 
espionage. 

' It wat defended on the ground of 
war emergen** That is untrue 
Abraham Lincoln waged a war far 
more vital to the t*r.ited States, m 
volvina it.- \i ry existence as a nation, 
w.igeit it while sentiment was diwded 
e\ i-rv « lo re.

• •ne liundred miles of Washington. 
And h- did not need an esplonaice law 

' The strai.gest feature of it all wa» 
fbi! the law was enacted by a Demo- 
cratic a>itnmistratton. when it was the 
Democratic party that was born he- 

• a>i-e of its opiH»»ition to an identical, 
♦hounh far less stringent law the 
alien and sedition act of 1"'.»V 

"The purpose of the espionage act 
in the recent war was not to punish 
espionage, hut to stifle the voices of 
those who opposed our entry into the 
war 

"The only purpose In retaining It on 
our statute hooks during peace time Is 
to a-sure the ruling class that they 
cm pMinge the I'nited 'States into the 
war whenever It suits. the ruling class 
>•> to do. and tluif those who dare to 
objeet will be silenced Immediately by 
long terms in the penitentiary. Its 
retet.tion on the statute books can 
«erve no other purpose. 

The time to di maud that It be re- 
pealed is now* It will be ttn» late to 
do so when the imperialists and cap- 
italists shove, the nation Into the next 
war" 



Berger Offers Plan 
in Place of Alien 
Registration Bill

Washington A humane and Amer- 
ban way of dealing with the SftO.OOo 
aliens who have entered the I'nited 
States without complying with the 
Immigration laws is proposed by Con- 
gressman Merger in a Joint resolution 
Ju*t offered to Congress. 

Instead of finger-printing 7.000.006 
aliens in order to lind the XoO.oOo. and 
creating a va-t espionage system. In 
which every ali-n will be at the 
mercy of his neighbors, business and 
other enemies, and of a vast horde of 
petty oillclals. Ib-rger proposes that 
the admission or these 800,000 aliens, 
the large majority of whom have been 
In the United States for many years, 
have formed business and family tics, 
tint severance of which will Injure 
them and those dependent upon thorn, 
be legullzed by their paying a few of 
$2.'.. the proceeds n f which are to go 
Into a reforestation fund. 

Thus. Instead of paying many mil- 



lions of dollars to catch a few thou- 
sand who failed to comply with the 
asinine Immigration regulations — 
more than a few thousand will prob- 
ably not be taught anyway— the Oov- 
ernment will gain about 120.000,000 
by legalizing theee admissions, and 
permitting the' aliens, who are con- 
tributing to the well being of tha Ba- 
llon by their labor, to remain In the 
I'nited States. 

That. Berger state.*, la tha humane, 
the American, way of dealing with 
the problem. 



Church Move Here 
to Outlaw Mexico 
Proves to Be Hoax

States withdraw recognition of Mex- 
ico because, of the "outrages" com- 
mitted there again ->t the clergy? 

Kir sf of all. what are tha "out- 
rage «?" 

The Catholic Church of Mexico op- 
poo-d the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion of Iv'm. and forbade the people 
from taking the oath to support It 
on (be ground that it contained arti- 
cles hostile to their religion and the 



Church. All the Constitution did was 
to authorize the (Joveroraent to deal 
with ecclesiastical affairs. when 
those affairs came In contact or lo 
conflict with tho civil powers of the 
Government. 

•essentially, the Church protested 
because the Constitution omitted to 
de dgnate the K' man Catholic Church 
the church of the State. 

The general Impression prevails, 
created by the flurry which accom- 
panlod the opposition to tbe*e so- 
called "outrages." that the Constitu- 
tion of 1917 baa denied to the Cburcb 
rights It always enjoyed under the 
law. An examination shows that 
there are no vital changes in the Con- 
stitution, except that many of the 
provisions are now to be enforced 
Instead of remaining dead letters. 

The church In Mexico has all the 
rights the cburcb in this country baa 
- and in both cases It would be well 
If they bad Teas -well both for tbe 
State and the Church, but they are 
not content— no more than thay are 
content here. And they are constant- 
ly striving to augment their power. 

However, nothing serious will hap- 
pen on this account If the Mexican 
government will let tbe oil wells 
alone they will be given a pretty free 
hand so far as the ecclesiastics are 
concerned. American capitalists would 
rather sacrifice a thousand priests 
than lose, one oil well.

Organizations such as the Y. P. S. 
L.. which follow most of the year, an 
edu<ationat pnteram and serious 
work, suffer gn»ate>t from the sea- 
sonal summer rise of the mercury, 
folder weather has a tendency of 
promoting intellectual inquiry, stimu- 
lates individual* to ,-.-o-operatlve effort, 
and generally perm it •« adhering to a 
certain recul.tr schedule Summer ap- 
pear* to off»r other attractions for 
youth, and scatters the m»."nb«rs so 
that an aci-tdental meeting becomes 
quite a xurprise. 

Siini!v..-r i* the time of outdoor 
■M'ort* Hike-., hill wm"i, outings, 
boatinif swimming and dancing P'lim 
during youth's own season. In the 
past ■* Ke organizers and circle offl- 
< iah have foreseen such tendency and 
offered the rutr;;< ti«>n* In Yipsel en- 
vironnt' »ts. Therefore, we propose 
here a few suggestions that might 
cnaiile the circles to make the sum- 
mer activities more Interesting. 

T«> -<ave the circle ntember«hlp from 
tiresome routine the executive com- 
mittee should he authorized to handle 
the liulk of minor business, submit- 
ting to such brief business meetings 
hs are d*'»mcd necessary for only the 
most important matters. Committees, 
feeling a greater Individual obligation, 
can and will me» : t Indoors for abort 
sessions of serious work, but to as- 
semble the general membership for 
the same object Is a problem verging 
upon the impossible. 

Ceneral meetings can be held every 
two weeks, or oftener if practical, 
each week, but the program must be 
livht and adapted for the occasion. 
Educational work can be worked In 
very eusily if given the proper net- 
tings. 

It is said that castor oil. one of the 
seven horrors of rhildhood. can. If 
properly mixed In emulsion, be taken 
in any quantity without the usual 
grimaces. While/ not pretending to 
compare castor oil with lecturing, I 
would suggest that the 111 effects of 
hot weather lectures can be eliminat- 
ed by the proper mixture with enter- 
taining program. 

For outdoor educational entertain- 
ment, mock trials and "congress or 
council meetings" will be found in- 
teresting. Dramatics can be made a 
valuable vehicle of expression, a most 
entertaining type of program and also 
offers pleasant pastime with broad 
educational value. 

The circle members should be en- 
couraged to contribute to the program 
readings, reciting In both prose and 
verso, public speaking, music in Its 
various branches both vocal and In- 
strumental. 

On opportune occasions hikes and 
outings should be arranged In addi- 
tion to the regular meetings. All 
members are not to be expected at 
all affairs, but the continuation of ac- 1 



Industry Slowing Down 

We are having good times, all 
right. Last week 1 was in Steelevillo. 
Illinois, where they have a eplendld 
new shoe factory, owned partly by out- 
side interests. The factory employs 
about 300 men. women and girls. The 
whole population of Steeluville is TOO. 
This means that quite a number of 
these employe*-* must come from oth- 
er towns. 

I remarked to one of the Inhabitants 
that it seemed very fine to have a 
great industry brought right to one's 
doors, so that the young people didn't 
have to go away to work. 

"That would be all right," was the 
reply, "if they paid enough to make it 
worth while." Then I vu Informed 
that they pay an average to the young 
women of $10 a week. 

This means that those from out of 
town have an especially hard time, 
while those who live at home have 
no Immediate show for getting rich. 
Next door to Ste«l*ville Is Percy, a 
mining town. In which no one Is work- 
ing, except the housewives, who must 
ko on washing dishes, no matter what 
happens. The mines have been closed 
down for three years, and even the 
people who own their homes are hard 
pressed for food and clothing. In the 
country town* the cost of living is not 
what it used to be. and when the sum- 
mer garden truck is used up, the in- 
habitants must pay what the mer 
chants who Import their wares from 
the cities, have to charge in order to 
get by themselves. 

For instance, yesterday In Ellis 
Grove, a town of some two or three 
hundred people. I paid five cents for 
an apple. If anybody else In Ell 
Grove wants an apple, he must pay 
five cent* for IL If is the same In all 
the towns and villages. Cured meat's, 
-net) as bacon, and ham. and all 
canned goods sell at approximately 
ct»v prices. Ib the small town res- 
i luraiifs I «et less than I «C**t in the 
ci'ies for the tame price.

How It's Done 

The Nash .Motor t'ompany stock ha* 
increased "in value more than forty 
fold In nine years « I'.'M* t02*»i. and 
Charley Nash pretends not to under- 
stand his phenomenon. Wealth steals 
on the Nash family unawares! Those 
who work In the Nash plants, how- 
ever, experience no difficulty tn com- 
prehending this multiplication of val- 
ues. Day wsges are at bedrock, and 
piece rates at a level that compels un- 
remitting application, at top a peed, 
throughout the lon< shift. So great is 
the driving force of Nash piece rate 
that, actually, the workers do not 
find time to get acquainted. The Nash 
plant In Milwaukee is a blot upon in- 
dustry and a crime attaint labor. The 
nominal day is nine hours long, but 
the actual day is— 12 hours, and as 
much longer as is necessary to make 
a living wage. 

The Nash secret Is no secret at all. 
Just a matter of arithmetic. In nine 
years Charley's crowd has succeeded 
in appropriating thirty nine out of ev- 
ery forty dollars produced by the 
Nash working force.. At unorganized 
working force, tow wages. long hours, 
and a racing speed system are the de- 
termining factors in Charley's success, 
and tho failure of Charley's Mi Nasba 
Club (the company union) and obtain 
a right view of the capitalist system, 
they will do things for themselves that 
It will never occur to the Nash com- 
pany to do for them.

"And. if I wanted to go Into busi- 
ness and had the security, would they 
lend me the money to give m* a 
chance?" 

' Of course not. That would be the 
same as licensing you to take a tax 
or toll from the people. But the 
money issued by the nation and com- 
ing back Into the bank would enable 
the people to do anyfhlcg they desired 
done — without borrowing or paying a 
penny of Interest to anyone. We 
could erect public buildings, without 
bond Issues, or build roads without 
Indebtedness. You know of course 
that our constitution give* congress 
the sole right to Issue money; and 
that the issuarce of money by private 
banks is permitted In violation of the 
spirit of that document. It Is as much 
a violation of the constitution as boot- 
legging Is" 

"No. I didn't know that" 

"Then yon want to post yourself. 
The private hanking system Is ex- 
tremely bitter sgainst Russia, because 
there private banking Is unknown. 
Russia is communist, but if the banks 
of the rest of the world should force 
a war on her In order to crush, if pos 
slble. the new movement of public 
banking, we should And ourselves at 
a rreat disadvantace as compared to 
her."

Letters to Judd 

By Upton Sinclair 



Letter XIII 

My Dear Judd: 

The essence of our industrial sys- 
tem Is ths prlvats ownership of ths 
means of production; with profit for 
ths prlvste owner as the motive power 
of Industry. The capitalist produces 
th* goods we need, and In order to 
get them we pay him everything 
above the bare means of keeping us 
alive and enabling us to raise the next 
generation. If this system would 
break down. It Is obvious that we/ 
must change to some form of social 
ownership of the means of produc- 
tion; Instead of having the capitalist 
do the Job for ua, we must do it for 
ourselves, and the motive power will 
be, not the desire of the capitalist for 
profit, but our own desire for the 
goods. 

What difference will that make in 
the Industrial system? At first you 
might see no dLfforenc* at all. The 
worker will go to the factory, where 
he will find foremen and superinten- 
dents in charge, and a time-clock 
keeping tab on him. On Saturday 
night he will get his pay envelope, 
and will take the money and spend 
il at the stores. The goods produced 
In the factory »... be shipped to all 
parts of the world, to people who pay 
for them by checks, which go through 
banks and a clearing-house— you 
might follow the whole process, and 
fail to realize there bad been any 
change. At only one place would the 
... ference appear -inside the pay 
envelopes. There being no longer 
any absentee owners, drawing off rent. 
Interest and profits, those who do the 
\»ork. whether of hand or brain, will 
now be the only people to draw any- 
thing out; and consequently there 
will be considerably more In each pay 
envelope. 

Wall Street propagandists axe fond 
of figuring how much goes to labor 
and how much to capital, and proving 
that to wipe out the capitalist would 
add only a small percentage, say ten 
per cent, to the share of each worker. 
This is a trick, for the reason that a 
great part of the capitalist's share 
appears, not as profits, but as various 
forms of "fixed charges" against the 
industry: the interest ou bonds, the 
rent of land, the royalties to owners 
of various privilege*. To give Just 
one illustration, the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad crosses a bridge near 
Albany, and a private concern owns 
that bridge and the railroad pays one 
cent for every passenger, a small for- 
tune every year. Our whole indue trial 
system Is a tangle of grafts such as 
that; the railroads are plundered by 
right of way companies, sleeping car 
companies, refrigerator-car companies; 
industrial concerns are plundered by 
private railway fines, owned by "in- 
alders. - * or by companies having a 
"cinch" on repairs or materials or 
accessories. Just the book-keeping 
on such rights Is a vast Industry, ami 
the adjusting of them supplies a living 
tor thousands of lawyers and their 
clerks. To wipe all that out will be 



to dump a mountain's weight off the 
back of production. 

But even suppose it was as the 
Wall 8treet propagandists argue- 
that capital got only ten per cent — 
would that be the only gain for labor? 
No, Judd. It would not; and here Is 
the most Important point that I hare 
to get across to you In these letters. { 
The proposition may seem difficult 
but I beg you to put your mind on it 
and get it straight, for it is not too 
much to say that all freedom and 
happiness for the worklngman In our 
time depend upon h's understanding 
these matters, so that the clever hired 
writers of privileges cannot befuddle 
his mind. 

Whatever may be the percentage 
that goes to capital— whether ten per 
cent as Wall Street claims, or thirty 
or forty per cent, as I could proves — 
nevertheless it Is this percentage 
which causes our Industrial ills today. 
It is this surplus which, drawn off and 
re-Invested In more means of pro- 
duction, causes the glut of goods 
which we know as "hard times"; It 
is this surplus which causes specula- 
tion and panics, and turns the worker, 
out to J^ln the ranks- of ths "unem- 
ployed." and to beat down the wages 
of his fellows; it Is this surplus whkh 
causes the search for foreign mar- 
kets, and draws the great Industrial 
nations Into war. Figure to yourself a 
body having an - iron ring riveted 
about It. At first this ring makes no 
difference, but as the body grows it 
causes strangulation, and the time 
comes when for all the agonies of that 
body there is but one remedy to cut 
the ring. 

Cutting th* ring is simply this: to 
take the surplus product away from 
capital and give it to labor; so In- 
stantly you havs remedied the evil 
and relieved the pain. How so? Be- 
cause labor now becomes able to con- 
sume the entire product of Industry. 
Labor can consume It because labor 
has the money to buy It Before this, 
as we have seen, labor got only part 
of the mon-y. and so could buy only 
part of the product: the rest had to 
be either wasted by the rich, or sold 
abroad. Dut give labor the full value, 
the actual equivalent in purchasing 
power of the amount of goods pro- 
duced, and so consumption balances 
production, and the factories can 
wo., merrily, as many hours as we 
desire, turning out for each and every 
ono of us as much goods as we care 
to consume. The only restriction is 
the basic law of social Justice— -tl'.t 
before any man consumes anything 
tie must render to the community an 
eo.ulvaN.-nt service. 

The hired men of the exploiters do 
all they can to confuse this argn- 
ment; I bear them laugh that I have 
some kind of deluded horror of a sur- 
plus. We ought to save, they insist, 
and provide acaln*t a "rainy day'*! ! 
Yes. of couri»— -and not merely j 
against ra>n. but against famine and i 
earthquake and tornado I have no I 
objection whatever to a Mirplus. th- j 



question Is, who Is to *wn that sur- 
plus — those who do the work, or thos* 
who live as parasites? That makes 
all the difference for when a working- 
man ha* made too much wealth for 
his master, the worklngman Is out of 
a job; but when the worklngman has 
made too much wealth for himself. 
th« worklngman is on a vacation. 

Hers is this great rich country of 
ours, with ail Its natural resources. 
Its marvelous machines, Its willing 
and clever workers; and when w* 
have broken the iron ring we can 
produce goods for ourselves, and con- 
sume and enjoy them, and stay quietly 
within our own boundaries. No longer 
do we keep our workers on starva- 
tion wages, and ship all our surplus 
products sbroad. to he consumed hy 
Frenchmen and Italians aad Turks 
and Chinamen and Hindoos, in return 
for paper promise* to pay money to 
our capitalists! No longer do we havs 
to go to war, to seise foreign markets 
from Qther capitalists! The worker* 
now own the factories. # and also they 
own the working capital, and (hey 
produce goods for use, and If we havs 
foreign trade tt Is because we want 
things from abroad, and not because 
we have to get rid of our surplus 
product nnder penalty of starving. 
This is what I describe as a Free So- 
ciety. Judd; and I say as such a 
society, with production rationally 
planned, and all wastes removed, w* 
should produce wealth In such quan- 
tities, so quickly and so easily— welt 
you would think I was Joking. Bat 
leading engineers have told ns that 
we have, in our machine power, the 
constant labor of three billion slaves. 
In thirteen Industries, figured by th* 
capitalist. Mr. Babson. we have 88 
times the productive power we used 
to have by hand labor. Just think 
what that ought to mean! 

Or look at It another ««ra>\ Twenty 
years ago Sidney A. Reeve, an engi- 
neering expert, calculated how much 
we wasted by the competitive produc- 
tion of goods, and In a big book full 
of tables and charts, he worked out 
the figure of 70 per cent waste. W* 
have seen the Hoover Committee, 
considering merely the wastes Inside* 
each industry, giving figures as high 
as 60 per cent of waste. Mr. Stuart 
Chase, in his wonderful book. "The 
Tragedy of Waste." figures 50 per cent 
as the minimum. Well, let us take 
that minimum, for a start. What 
does It mean? I answer: 

IN A FREE SOCIETY WHAT WK 
NOW HAVE WltX COST US FOUR 
HOURS LABOR A DAY. 

And more than that. Judd— some- 
thing absolutely vital to every poor 
man In our country: 

IN A FREE SOCIETY EVERY 
MAN MAY WORK AS MANY HOURS 
AS HE WANTS TO WORK. AND 
GET THE FULL VALUE OF WHAT 
HE PRODUCES. 

So now we can make whst would 
have seemed at the beginning a bold 
claim:

The Australian Labor Party was 
successful during 1925 In winning mi- 
joritles In the parliaments of two 
further member states. New South 
Wslea and Tasmania, which means 
that with the two other states won 
preriously there Is now a l^abor gor- 
ernment In (Ire out of the six Aus- 
tralian states. 

Thus supported, the working class 
was able, ic spite of the capitalist ma- 
jority In Uj* I'nlon Parliament, to en- 
force by law. on the 12th of February, 
the observance of the H hour week. 
These hours of work are to apply to 
all wage-earners. Including agricul- 
tural laborers, small tradesmen and 
employes, with the single exception of 
the police force.

Danish Socialists Lead World 
in National Disarmament Work

The 
yiN-laJIsts of Denmark say YES to both of 
thea« questions. Hers Is the story of the 
r»Klnnlng of their attempt a« told in In- 
ternational Information, news bulletin of 
the Labor and Socialist International) : 

The working class in Denmark are 
faced with a severe struggle. On Fri- 
day, the 12th of March, tbe Danish 
Folketiog (House of Commons) 
passed the Social-Democratic govern- 
ment's Disarmament Bill by 76 rotes 
to 71 sod sent it to the Landsting 
tl.'pper House). This I'pper House 
ban a conservative majority and a 
hard fight Is therefore to be expected, 
a struKKle which may be somewhat 
protracted as It Is not posslbre. to dis- 
solve the> Landsting for two years. 

The provisions of the BUI are as fol- 
lows: 

"The srmy and navy are to be con- 
verted into a militia and national 
marine corps, the duties of which will 
be to fulfill the requirements of Den- 
mark's neutrality and her obligations 
as s member of the League of Na- 
tions in accordance with the existing 
International rules. These new insti- 
tutions are to belong to the province 
of the Prime Minister. The War Office 
and the Admiralty are to be abolished. 
The fortresses are to be demolished. 
Conscription is to cease. All men more 
than twenty yearn of age will be en- 
rolled annuslly on special lists. Any 
who do not wish to be trained in the 
Militia or in the National Marine 
Corps must lodge an objection. The 
requisite number for service (1.600 
men) is to be taken by lot every year 
from among those of the remainder 



who are physically fH. Private mili- 
tary eorpe will be prohibited. The 
tot si combined forces will be about 
11,000 men. The National Marine will 
consist of 6 navsl vessels compris- 
ing a total collective displacement of 
up to 8,000 tons, 24 small patrolling 
vessels (the total displscsment of 
which shall not exceed 3,(00 tons), 
some mine craft and depot ships end 
12 hydroplanes. 

"The annual expenses of both. Insti- 
tutions will be reduced from about 90 
million kroner to about 17 million 
kroner." 

It may be possible to convince other 
classes of the necessity for disarma- 
ment from tbe point of riew of tbe 
mere geographical position of the 
country, whicn must make any at- 
tempt at defease in face of modern 
methods of warfare absolutely futile. 
Tbe point of view of tbe Danish So- 
cialists is pointedly expressed in a 
memorandum by thsir Secretary. 
Aiding Andersen. which be submitted 
to Commission I. at the Marseilles 
Congress of the L. S. I. The memo- 
randum closes with the following 
words: 

"Th« Conservative parties have, of 
course, always opposed our propoesl 
of disarmament. They have been sup- 
ported by some foreign newspapers, 
which maintain that Oenmark is nat- 
urally bound to GUARD THE EN- 
TRANCE TO THE BALTIC 8EA. We 
are not at all surprised at this, as 
conservatives are never enthusiastic 
about disarmament and reduction of 
military expenditure, but WE EM- 
PHATICALLY PROTEST AGAINST 
SUCH INDISCREET INTERFER- 
ENCE IN OANISH POLITICS BY 
FOREIGN NEWSPAPERS. We feel 



convinced that the International i,^ 
movement will spprove our tUn^ 
point, when we dtclare thtt t)u 
DANI8H WORKING CLASS ot 
CLINE8 THE HONOR OF OUR ha. 
TION BEING THE GUARDIAN nt 
THE ENTRANCE TO THE BALTIC

"Denmark dees not wish ti &, .
